For my part I hope sincttvljr that a set¬ 
tlement will be reached very shortly, for 
1 understand there U n great dual of 
airkuess and misery caused by this 
strike. Not only that, but the geueral 
public are being seriously damaged, 
merchants are going into bankruptcy, 
and the general welfare of everybody 
being interfered with. 1 hope that both 
the parties to this controversy‘will keep 
that.in ini ml, that it is not io their own 
interests solely, but iu the interests of 
the public geucraliy. I think that the 
whole public of this Island would be 
•very greatly rejoiced to hear -that this 
settlement had been reached to-day. If 
there is anything this commission can 
do towards bunging this settlement to a 
more rapid conclasiou we will be glad

The gov¬ 
ernment could come In and aayr “We 
will buy up; what is your priced lie 
would not force the state to get rid of 
him. but they might force him to tell.
